‘Two Hamburgh mails remained due at a late hour 
this day On Thurfday Government received difpatches 
from the feat of war on the Continent; as their con- 
tents have not tranfpired, fome of our journalitts, as U- 
fual, infer, that they are unfavourable, and even {port 
a conje@ure rhat they bring a confirmation of the Dun- 
kirk bulletin. ¢ 

About an hundred letters from the Helder, brought 
thence by a tranfport, were on Sunday delivered from 
the Poft-office; they are dated two days fubfequent to 
the lait mail, burdo not contain any matter of mo- 
ment. ‘The troops were for the greater part embark- 
ed, and we are taught to expect their arrival in Eng- 
laud as-immediately as the wind will permit. ; 
The troops remaining in Holland, on the 3d in- 
ftant, confilted of the. 5th regiment, the 2d battalion 
of the oth, the 31ft, 56th,°63d, and 69th, befides 
Ruifians. There were more tranfports at the Helder 
than were neceflary for their conveyance.

The French Government, we are informed, have 
caufed it to be intimated to the Senate of Hamburgh that 
on receiving a contribution of 11 millions of livres, they 
will forgive the infult done them in the furrender of 
Napper Tandy and his affociates. A lefs fum, it was 
believed, would be accepted, and amity reftored through 
the agency of Citizen Rheinard, the French Minitter 
for foreign affairs ; who is reprefented as much attached 
to Hamburgh from having refided, there, and married 
the daughter of a phyfician, named Rumarus, who {till 
practifes in that city. ‘ i 

The embargo order.d by the Executive Direétory 
on all veflels bearing the Hamburgh flag, had not ex- 
cited much fenfation at Hamburgh: the event having 
been long expected, the Hamburgh traders had time 
either to leave France, or to hoilt the Danifh flag, under 
which many of them have fince left the ports of the 
Republie. 

The Endymion frigate, Captain Sir Thomas Wil- 
liams, on Friday arrived at Plymouth, from St Hele- 
na, which place fhe left on the 2d of Seprember, with 
the London and Kingfton whalers, from Bombay, Co- 
penhagen, from Batavia (detained), and Bhavanty from 
Bengal. The two former are arrived in the Downs, 
and. the latter off Plymouth. ‘The Louifa parted on 
the 1ft inf}. in a gale, aad the Copenhagen fome time 
before. 

The Aurora frigate is arrived from Lifbon. She 
parted with the Lifbon and Oporto homeward bound 
ficet in the Bay, and with the Doris irigate, Lord Ra- 
nelagh, which fhe had towed upwards of 200 miles, 
having loft her foremaft aad bowfprit in a fevere pale. 
The weather had been moft terapeftuous. The Doris 
is fince arrived at Plymouth. 

We regret to learn, that a tranfport foundered on 
Scroby Sands on Wednefday fe’ennight, when, it is ad- 
ded, 74 artillerymen, with their officers, were drown- 
ed. The crew, confifting of five men, efcaped. 

By a veffel arrived in the Downs from Baltimore, 
American letters and papers have béen received to 
the 30th of September. A letter from Philadelphia 
of date September 26. fays, “ The yellow fever con- 
tinues its ravages with unabated virulen@e. Forty 
thoufand of its inhabitants have fled this city, and the 
villages being unequal to their accommodation, they 
live in the fields, and on the commons, almoft deftitute 
of the neceffaries of life.——There is atotal ftagnation 
of trade.” 

A letter from Baltimore, of Sept, 30. fays—** The 
weather for fome days paft has been hot almoft beyond 
example ; but happily this place continues healthy. We 
have experienced much thunder, and more lightning 
than I have ever witnefled, Our butter, even in the 
cooleft‘ fituations, has been’ converted into oil. Bute 
chers meatis bad, fcarce, and dear.” 

The late accounts from Switzerland réprefent the 
army of Maffena to have been for upwards of four 
months without . pay, and -nearly deftitute of both 
cloaths and provifioss.

LORD MAYOR’s DAY, 

Saturday the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, accom- 
panied by Sir Richard Carr Glyn, (the late chief Ma- 
giltrate of the city) together with Aldermen Skinner, 
Curtis, Boydell, Staines, Keating, Leighton, Hibbert, 
Price, Eamer, Shaw, Hearne, Williams, and Cadell, 
the Recorder, amd Sheriffs, in their fearlet gowns, went 
in their carriages to the water-fide, the {word and mace 
being carried betore them, and the city officers attend- 
ing ; and from thence proceeded in the city barge, at- 
tended by feverat of the companies in their refpedtive 
barges, adorned with {treamers and pendants, to Weit- 
minfter Hall, and folemnly faluted al! the Courts, which 
were then fitting: They then went to the Exchequer 
bar, when the Chief Baron pronounced an eulogium 
upon the new and the late Tord Mayor, particularly 
adverting to the exertions of Mr Combe in the differ- 
ent public fituations he “had already filled in the city, 
and noticing them as fecure and honourable pledges of 
the fervices to be expected: from him in the difcharges 
ot the. duties of his prefent high oflice.

Sergeants, &c. were likewife prefent. ‘Ihe entertain- 
ment was very fumptuous.. After dinner his Majefty’s 
health was drank, and ¢ God fave the King’ and * Rule 
Britannia’ were fung by Meffrs Dignum, Sedgwick, 
and others, with. great effe&, though the former evi- 
dently laboured under a fevere cold. Many other toafts 
were drank, and the afternoon was fpent with the ut- 
mott conviviality. ‘The Lord Mayor’s party remained 
all the time in the Hall, and did not retire to a feparate 
apartment. About nine they withdrew to the drawing- 
room. 

The ball was fhorter than ufual, as it was Saturday 
night. The whole of the feftivities were concluded 
before twelve. 

In their way to Guildhall the korfes were taken out 
of Mr Fox’s carriage, and he was drawn by the popu-

fTREATY BETWEEN SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

A treaty of peace, commerce, fifhery, and navigation, 
has been concluded between his Catholic Majetty and 
It 1s a very 
curious treaty, and is looked upon in Spain as one ftep 
towards the civilization of Africa. 

The difference of religious opinions is no longer made 
an obftacle with the Mahometans; and the latter, who 
offered to Chriftians no other alternative than flavery or 
the fword, {peak in this treaty of their wifhes to live in 
friendthip, good underftanding, and harmony with all 
Chriftian Powers, .In the 13th article an Emperor 
of Morocco declares that he defires the odious name 
of flavery may be effaced from the memory of man, 
This treaty regulates four different objects :— 

1. ‘I'he conditions upon which peace fhall continue 
to exilt between the two nations. 

2. The regulations relative to the reciprocal com- 
merce between them. 

3. The navigation. 4. The fihhery. 

We thal] not {dilate upon the two laft articles further 
than to fay, ‘that the Spaniards and the inhabitants of 
Canaries are permitted to fith in the feas to the north 
of St Croix in Barbary. 

The 19th article is a ftep towards the abolition of 
privatecring.. ‘I'he Morocco failors and effeéts taken 
on board thips at war with Spain, are to be be reftored 
without ranfom, by the Spaniards. The fame is to be 
donc by the fubjets of Morocco. Morocco fhips and 





were mowed down, they retained their ground until 
orders were given to retreat, when they fled with fuch 
precipitation, that the French took many prifoners 
together with avery confiderable quantity of booty. 
The Ruffian Generals taken on that occafion were, 
Sacken, Likofchin and Markow.—In this battle a 
Ruflian lady attended her hufband, Colonel! Hotman, 
in the thicke(t of the fight, and difplayed extraordinary 
heroifm. The Colonel was wounded, and, on the re- 
treat of his corps, left expofed to the enemy ; his wife 
alone remained ; and ona French huflar riding to- 
wards him with a menacing air, the fired at and killed 
him ; a fecond advanced—the again fired ; but milling 
him, he pierced her through the body.

Matri- 
mony, confidered merely as a civil compaét, is held in 
very little repard, and, upon the whole, if a dereli&ios 
of all moral habits, a devotion to difbpation, a fenfe of 
the univerfal uncertainty of life and property, anda 
hopelefs refignation to an overbearing tyganny, cad, 
fuppofed to render a nation profperous and flourifhings 
France is likely to hold its head above every oshet 
country in Europe.
